These can- 
didates may live in places where the distance is too great for them to at- 
tend class, the responsibility of caring for their families may keep them at 
home, or their hours of work may not leave them time for class work. What- 
ever the reason that prevents their attendance at classes, this course makes it 
possil)le for them to study in their own homes.

The naturalization coui-trooiu was packed with int-n and women from many 
count ries. The jud^e was on thr ]mwh. The elerk of the court was calling the 
nanu's of candidates for citizenship. The persons whose names were called went 
to the front of the courtroom to give up their loyalty to the countries from which 
they had come. With right hand raised, each promised loyalty to the United 
Stiites of America. The Judge welcom<Mi these new citizens to the rights and 
duties of (Mir c«nnitr\ . He le<l them in the ])ledge of allegiance to the flag. 

Why did these nu^n and women «'ome from their homelands to live in the 
I ""nited States ? Each year, fathers and mothers bring their children here to give 
them a better chance in life. They \viint to have better homes and better schools. 

Tiiese ])cople learn iu do many kiillH «»r work. They also find time to learn 
to read and write English and to study the (Constitution and Government and the 
history of tlje Uniteci States. These tilings will help thetn to become naturalized 
citizens. 

1'his course in citizenship will help you to learn iibtmt the C(mstitution and 
({uvernmcnt of tlie United States. If you study y(»ur ies.sons well, you will leiim 
nuuiy of the tilings you need to know for your citizenship examination. 

As you go through the course, you will find it ver>^ easy to follow the direc- 
tions. M every step you will be told just what to do next. For example, you will 
1m' told what to study,* what to write, when to tiike a test, and what papers you are 
to prepare for correction. Let us give you a few instructions here to help you 
understand the cou !*se liefore you begin work on it. 

Wliat You Are Expected to Do.— This course is made up of 21 lessons ; they 
are not of the same length. However, it would be well to try to spend some time 
on ytnir lessons each day. Tf you spend an hour or more on the work each day, 
you will probably get the most good from the course. Also, in this way, you will 
be niore likely to complete the course in as short a time as ]K)ssible. If you do 
not work ou the coure steadily from day to day, you may lose interest in it. 

Do each ])art of the lesson as you come to it. Do not leave anything half done 
and think you will come back to it later. You may forget. Do not hurry too 
much. Do all your work as well as you can. That is what a good citizen does.

This is a time story of how Jacob Riis succeeded in tbis country. You will enjoy 
it. The story shows that Jacob Riis bi'kinpred to many groups. 

Jacob Augustus Riis was bom in Ribe, Denmark, an old-fashioned town on 
the wind-swept Banish seacoast. He was ono of a family of 14 children. He 
received his education from his father, a schoolmaster in a Latin school, and 
learned something of journalism by helping his father prepare copy for the 
weekly newspaper. 

Early in life, Jacob began his work of helping the poor. He discovered that 
a certain tenement in the village was being infested with rats f roni a nearby sewer, 
and he did wliat he could to destroy the pests. His efforts were successful. With 
his Christmas money he also bought white wasli and changed the filthy condition 
of the tenement to one of cleanliness. 

When he was yet a young boy, Jacob persuaded his father to let him leave 
school to become a helper to the town carpenter. He continued his apprentice- 
ship in Copenhagen under a great builder. When he had mastered the trade, 
Jacob set out for the United St5\tes oF America to seek his fortune. 

With only his pair of strong hands to aid him, he began his search for work. 
He workeid as^ farm hand, a coal miner, a bricklayer, and a peddler. 

Jacob almost lost hope of obtaining a worth-while position of any kind. But 
one day as he walked vrith his dog through the streets of the city trying to sell 
books, a f riendly man offered him a job as reporter with the New York News 
Association. Jacob was overjoyed. In the shadow of a nearby church he prayed 
for strength to make good in his new work. 

l^ter Jacob became reporter, editor, and publisher of his own paper. By 
working from very early in the morning imtil far into the night, he was able to

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Our Gtizens and How To Become a Citizen

M any persons who coinc here to Hvo wish to become citizens of the United States. 
It is only by ))ecorni!ij? citizens that they can enjoy the full privileges of this 
country and have a part in its govenuneTit. hi the following story you will find 
out how an immigrant <'anie ip the United States, what he f(Hind here, and how 
he helpi'd this country tt) grow. 

Alexander (iraham IMl was JM)rn in Edinburgh, Scotland, March 3, 1H47. 
From his nmtlicr, he inherited nmsical taU'nt and a keen musical ear. lie took 
lessons .m the piano at an early age, and for sonu' time wanted to make music his 
life work, 

II<»wever, Ah'xander was urged })y his father to study the science of liuinan 
s])ecc}i. The elder Hell nffcn-d a prize to his sons if they «'ould build a "speakhig 
machine. " Alexander built sucii a n»achine when a boy, and was able to make it 
speak a f ew words. 

At the age of he decided ti. hecttme a teacher and taught elo<'Ution and 
music, fie worked very luird in his early man!HK>d, lecturing, writing, and 
teaching. Soon his health began to break down and his family decided, in the 
summer of 1870, to move to America. The impn>vement in his health led 
Alexander (iraham Hell to again seek work, and he soon became a leader in the 
field of teaching the deaf to s})eak. He later married a girl who was deaf since 
early childhood. 

In six short years after his arrival in America, Dr. Hell received his first 
patent eonnected with the df'velopment nf the telephone. After a demon.-tration 



of his invcntuni i welhkiioNvn KnsHsh sdoutist said : "This, tho greatest ])y far of 
all the iimrvels of the electric- telegi-aph, is due to a youiif? e<iuiitryinan of our 
own, . . . now lK'(M)ining a mituralizedeitizeii of the United States.'' 

'Running through all of Or. BelFa adult life is his interest in improved teach- 
in^• of the deaf. His work so interested the h^aiders in our e(»untry that the Census 
Bureau asked hini to si'rve as an expert to get useful data ahout the deaf in the 
ITttited Stat<'s (\misus of \m). We are not surprised to learn of the tribute which 
was later paid him when Dr. BvW was pointed out as the man to whom "more than 
any other man . . . we are inde))ted for the great advance made in teaching 

speech to the deaf, ..." . . 

Not only did Alexander (Iraham I^ell leave the telephone as a continuing 
menun-ial, hut the intiuence of his ]»ersonality reached the whole country. During 
liis fiujeral in lf)22 every telephone on the continent of North America was 
silenced iti honor of the nian who had given to mankind the means for direct 

speech at a distance. ■ i -+1 

Uv lies ])nried on the top of a mountain in a tomb cut out of solid rock, with 

the epitaph, "Died a Citizen of the U. S. A."

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How Our Nation Was Started 




G«orge Washington, First President of the United States 



George Washington was tlie most iniportaiit man in this country just before aiid 
at the time of the Revohitionary War. Therefore, he was asked by the Continen- 
tal Congress to organize and lead the A rmy . He knew very well how diflScult this 
would be, but he accepted the authority given to him. 

George Washington was well fitted by nature and training for this position. 
As a youth he was tall and strong. He could walk farther and run faster tljan any 
of his friends. He had a gocnl mind, and he soon })e<.*ame the leader in any group 
of which he was a member. ^ 
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George Washington was only 11 years old when his father died. The family 
owned a large amount of land, but they did not have much money. His mother 
tried to find work for him when he was 14 years old, but she did not succeed. 
Therefore, he continued his studies uiitU he was 16. At that time, he was ready to 
become a surveyor— a person who measures land. 

George's older brother, Lawrence, was at that time 30 years old. He had 
gone to school in England. After the deatli of the boys' f athei:, Lawrence became 
both father and brother to George. Through Lawrence, George was employed 
as a surveyor. He did his work so well that his employer, an important man m 
Vii-ginia, obtained the position of public surveyor for him. George held this 
position for 3 years. . . 

When George Washington was 19, his brother got him a commission as an 
army officer. George studied the art of war with the same careful attention that 
he had given to everything else that he had done. His worth was soon seen by his 
superior officers. When a representative was needed to warn the French to stay 
f within thei r own lands, he was selected for the mission. The information that he 
gained on this trip showed that war was at hand. I>ater, George played his part 
as an officer in the French and Indian War. 

At the age of 27, Washington married. He began the life of a farmer. He 
served his fellow men as their representative i»4he government of Virginia. He 
was a kind friend, a good businessman, and a l^ithf ul worker for his church and 

his government. \ u - i j i 

These experiences in Washington's life gave him a chance to thiuk deeply 
ab<Hit the future of this country. He saw that trouble was growing between 
Urvat I^ritain and the Colonies, but he said very little about it. The other great 
men of his day knew that he was a man who Judged men and events correctly. 
When trouble finally broke out, they asked him to organize an army and to 
become the first in command. George Washington accepted this trust, but he 
refused pay for himself. He asked only that his expenses be paid. 

Washington organized the army of the Colonies. He led them during the 
years that followed. They were difficult years of war. The British had a well- 
fed, wcll-flothed well-trained army. Our army was poorly paid, half clothed, 
and lialf fvd most of the time. But Washington's faith in the future, his great 
courage, and his work as a wise leader finally won victory for the Colonies.

Travel in the early days of our Nation was much more difficult that it is now. 
There were no r^lrc^ds or other convenient ways of travel. Therefore, the dele^ 
gat^ to the Constitutional Convention rode to Philadelphia on horses, or they 
eame in other ways equfdly slow. 

They had planned to meet on May 14, 1787. However, travel was so slow 
that enough members to begin the Convention did not reach Philadelphia unfcii 

231 
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May 25. Even then, only 29 members had arrived F4»^">\^f ^ 
weeks, delegates from 12 of the 13 States took their seats. Rhode Island was the 
only State that refused to send delegates. 

Eight men who had signed the Declaration of Independence 11 years before 
were among those who met in Philadelphia.

George Washington had not wished to be appointed a delegate, because he 
did not wfsh to enter into publie life again. He had served his eountiy J^^^e of 
war, however, and the people had great faith in him. So he laid^sidaall thought 
ofhisownwishesandagreedtodotheworkgiventohun. 

Benjamin Franklin, another delegate, was then governor of Pennsylvaiua. 
The life of Franklin, like that of Wa^ington, had been spent in the service of his 
country. Franklin was 81 years old at that time, and he wanted to retare from 
DubUe life. But, like Washington, he was willing to serve his county. 

James Madison, a busy member, made himself reporter of the Convention 
Day after day he took notes on what the other members said. Hejrrote so much 
about the plan of government that he is sometimes called the Father of the Con- 

''^'^^Akxander Hamilton, a young man who had served as secretary to Washing- 
ton during the Revolutionary War, was another wise member. 

The Convention met in a simple brick building, now known as Independence 
Hall on Chestnut Street in Philadelphia. In this building, the Second Conti- 
nental Congress had held its meetings. Here, Washington was elects Com- 
mander of the Colonial Army. Here, tlie DeeUiration of Independence was 
areepted and signed. Overhead hung the bell that had rung out the news of free- 
dom to the waiting city. The delegates must have known that the work which 
they were about to begin was as important as any that had been done withm those 

"^^^ The meetings of the Convention were held behind dosed doors. No one was 
permitted to t^k about what took place in the Convention. Thi^ was done in 
order that the delegates might not be influenced by public opinion. Finally, the 
Constitution was copied on a long roll of paper, and the members signed their 
names. After 4 months in the hot city, the work was finished. 

The work was well done. A government that has lasted over one hundred 
and eighty years was estiiblished. Today, the Constitution is lookcni upon as one 
of the greatest legal papers in the history of the world.

When the time Ct'me to cho<»e a President for the new Nation, everyone thought 
of George Washingt'^u. He ^^ceived every vote. 

Washington felt that he was not wise enough to dml with the difficult ques- 
tiona that must be answered by the President of the new Nation. His friend% 
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however, said that it was his duty to accept, because he was the only man who was 
trusted by aU the people. So he agreed once more to leave Mount Vernon, the 
home that he loved, in order to serve his country. 

Washington's journey to New York must have made him happy because of 
the way he was treated along the road. The towns through which he passed gave 
great dinners in his honor. The bridges that he crossed were covered with 
flowers. The roads were lined with cheering crowds. Children sang for him. 
«uns on the village streets were fired at his coming and again at his going. 

He was met at the New Jersey coast by a large boat that had been sent from 
New York. It was hung with red and white bunting and was rowed by ship 
captains who were dressed in white. ' The guns of aU the shij^ in the harbor 
sounded tlieir welcome ^o the first President of the United States as the boat 

crossed over to the city. 

The new Congress was to have met on the fourth of March. Travel was slow, 
however, and some of the members were late in arriving. Therefore it w s the 
last of April before everything was ready to put the new President into office. 

The two Houses of the Congress met at noon on the last day of April in a 
room of a new building called Federal Hall. The door of Federal HaU was 
thrown o|)en a few min&tes kter, and Washington entered. Washington prom- 
ise4 before the whole company to perform faitlifully the duties of his office and 
to see that the Constitution was obeyed. Thus the government under the new 
Constitution was ready to begin its work.

No FHrnM of govermiieiit, however perfect, is likely to remain without changes 
over a long peritJtl of time beeause times and the needs of the people change. The 
men who wrote the Constitution arranged for changing and developing it as the 
need arose. They could not look forward, however, to the problems that devel- 
oped as a result of the changing times and needs. 

There have been two general ideas with regard to the meaning of the Con- 
stitution. A part of the people believed that it contained the complete law and 
that it should 1h» obeyed to the letter. Others held that it was only a plan of 
government. They felt that many rights that belong to the people are not directly 
expressed Init are to be understood. The changes in the Constitution and Govern- 
ment have been made largely to agree with this second view. These different 
views caused the people to disagree. This lack of agreement helped to bring 
about the formation of political parties. 

There were only 4 million people in the country when the Constitution was 
accepted by the States in 1789. Today, there are over 200 million people. 
Business hiis developed as tlie Nation has grown. The Congress has had to pass 
law:^ dealing with cities, factories, railroads, radios, telephones, and many other 
things that are not directly nientitmed in the Constitution. 
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It is the duty of the Supreme Court to explain the Constitution. The Su- 
preme Court also decides whether the laws passed by the Congress agree with the 
plan of government in the Constitution. A few of the laws passed by the Con- 
gress have been declared not in agreement with the Constitution. The Suprraie 
Court has approved many acts of the Congress that members of the Convention 
could not possibly have had in mind at the time the Constitution was written.

Most «f the 4 million people in the United States in 1789 lived on farms or in small 
villages. There were no really large cities. Railroads and automobiles were 
u?iknown. There vverc no telephones. There wei*e very few factories. But the 
men who wrote the Constitution believed that the Nation would grow.. They also 
knew that many (luestions would need to be answered as the country grew. Since 
they were wise men, they provided ways of changing the Constitution. Such 
changes are called amendments. 

. It is not easy to change the Constitution. All changes must be approved by 
the people of the States. The Congress must offer the changes to the States. 
The usual way is for the Congress to offer an amendment after two-thirds of the 
members have approve4 it. Axj^ftniendment must next be approved or refused by 
the States. 

The Congress may say how the States are to approve or refuse an amendment 
It may ask the legislatures of the States to decide the matter, or it may ask each 
State to hold a special meeting to decide it. In either case, three-foijrths of the 
States must approve an amendment lief ore it* becomes a part of the Constitution. 

There have been 26 amendments in all.' Thus, in over 85 years since it was 
written, our Constit'ution has real! been changed very few tim^ 

The first 10 amendments are caiu-d the Bill of Rights. However, all of the 
amendments are very important. Sttidy them until you are able to tell in your 
own words what each is about. 

To help you leani what the last 16 amendments are about, each amendment 
is given in a few words. The wm-ds arc not the exact words of the amendments 
as they are stated in the ConstitutKH^ Simpler words are used in order to make it 
easier for you to remember them.

To Do Its Work 



People in this country have always loved liberty. The Colonists fought their 
Mother country in order to gain complete liberty. The new States united to form 

a central government after winning their freedom. They did not want anyone to 
make their laws for them. They set up a government that had only as much 
power as they agreed to give it A government that receives its power from the 
will of the governed is called a democracy. We refer to our Government as a - 
government "of the people, by the people, for tLc p*iople-" 

We think of a government by the people as a government for the people. 
We believe the people will protect the interests of all. In our democracy, each 
citizen can enjoy all rights that do not st»p the rights of others. 

We do not use our powers of government directly. . We select representa- 
tives to do our work for us. We do not actually make our own laws. We elect 
senatoi-H and repi'esentatives to make our laws for us. The type of government 
under which representatives are selected by the citizens is a representative democ- 
racy. The United States is a repr^entative democracy. Another name for 
this kind of government is a republic. 

In our republic, all citizens have an equal chance to share in the government. 
All qualified citizens have the right to vote for officers who -will represent them. 
A democracy gives tlie same rights to all voters. Government officers do not 
^♦•t their positions by right of birth or }ry force. 

A democracy is not truly i*epresentative if the citizens do not use their right 
to vote. So one should fail to vote he<!ause he thinks that his vote will not cou^t. 
As wc have stated before, in a democracy the majority rules. If enough of us 
failed to vote, we would have a government controlled by a very few of our citi- 
zens, in that event we could have pooj government, because a few citizens could 
unite to vote for their own caiididates. Thus it is very important for each of us 
to lake ])art every election. Wt'sliould learn aljout the candidates for office 
ahd what they stand for, atid then vote as we think Iwst. 
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The l^{>Ie decide other imimrtant questions of government at elections. 
When we vote on such questions, we are directly helping to decide what plans 
our Ooveiniment shall nuike. 

In the United State,s, tlie will of the people influences every depai-tment of 
the Oovenunent The President of the United States, the Congress, and the 
Supreme Court all rei'eive their powers from the Constitution of tlie United 
States. The Constitution, in turn, was made by the people. The govermlient 
of a State meives its |)ow^ers from the people of that State. Towns are governed 
hy the ijeople living in them. Thus, iu the United States, the will of the people 
is the final authority in the country as a whol^. Tins is a very importapt prin- 
ciple of <»ur (Government

Some were not given tins right because 
thev did not iH'lcng to the vhureh tliat w.^s favoi-ed in a purticular State. Others 
could not vote be<'aiise they did not own a tM-rtiiin amount of land or property. 
No women were allowed to vote. Negr<»eH and Indians WTre not allowed to vote. 

The demands of theffroups having no voting privileges were brought slowly 
to the aii^mWof.our l&ders. From the cities came the cry of a great army of 
worker.s for a part in the Government, DoHoi-s, la^iyern, and other men of Uke 
occupations who did not n^y^^ property als<» a^ked lor the r-ght to votp. AU ot 
them declared that tliey were eiti^enn with right^s and interests that eoidd be 
protected only by repiv'sentation from their mm^- They said that the'Declara- 
tion of fndci>epdence states that government^ get their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed. They were dis.siitlsfi'.H! because memlM-rs of their groups 
hadiu>i)artintheOt»vernment.^> 

By 1835 the demands of^hcsc groups had been heard, and- almost all citizens 
who were white men over 21 years of age had been given the ri^ht to vote. In 
some States, however, a property tax, an cdiu-atironal recpnreinent, or both had to 
be met. 1 n 1 8(i4, the Twenty-Fourth Amendment prevented the discpialincation 
of voters in Fi'deral elet-tions l)ecaftse of failure to pay a poll tax or other tax. 

1 II mm the Fouvteentli Amendment was |iassed. Tliis amendment declared 
that all pci-sons born or natu ralizcd in the TnittHl States are citizens of the United 
States and of tlH* State in whit'h thev reside. The right of Negroes to vote was 
made .-lear by the passage (^f the Fifteenth Amendment in 1870. This Amend- 
nu'nt stated that thv rifjht to % ote could n^ be refused a citiiien because of raet^or 
c.<.h,r, or because he had been a slav<.. In 1924, Indians were fjivcu citizenship. 

The ti^rht for the rights of wc.n»*si lK%ain^irly in the history of our country. 
The Nineteentli Anietidnient, whieli pruteets tlie right »»f women to vote, was not 
passed until 11)20. In 1971 the right to vote was extended to all otherwise eligible 
eitizeiis eighteeii years of ap' or older. 

N«i\v, all ^n-oiips witliin our country have a part in its (Jovenueiit.^ To(liiy, 
our Uovenunent gets its posver Injin the euusent uf.all its eitizens. Today, we 
liave the means l»y wliieh we ean proteet our rights to life, liberty, and the ])ursuit 
of happiiH'Ss, ^

Every eitizftn sliould 
understand the purposes of his (Jovenuncnt. 

You have aln-ady h'urried about the pur|M>scs of certain groups in this 
«-<»uiitry. MoKt j?rou])s do have definite pur|H)s<'s. If a fp^mp fails to have 
worthy purposes or laeks ]>ower to eiirry cnit g(M»d cjnes, it will proliahly fall to 
piec'es. f^et us examine the ohjetrtives of souse jrroups. 

Several farmers who live south of a town want a letter road to mr.rket. 
They may talk it over anions themselves, and eaeh one may do what he can to have 
the road improved. Oi', they may have a mediug and organize for group aetUm. 
In either ease they want the road improveil. They have a definite ohjeetive. I f 
they are ahie to ^< the road improved, their objective need not Im^ forgotter. 
heramse mads n<'ed cotistaiit <'are. I f, t>n the oth«'r hand, membei-s of the gr(nip 
eoine to believe that nothing <'aii hv done abcuit the road, the group probably will 
disband. 

Suppose that there is a I<Kige in a H-rtain eommunity. We may observe that 
the members of t!i<' hnlge nwvt and have a good time socially, that they give aid 
to fellow^fownsnii-n who are sick, and that they have other go(Kl objectives. Wc 
niay seek nsefulH-rship in the lodge In-cause we N'lieve its objwtives will benefit us 
and others. I f we dis«'over later that the knlge has stop|MMl working toward good 
objectives, we may lose inter<>st and give u]) our membership. 

The (Constitution is shoii. It can be printefi i!i a dozen pages ; yet it tot)k the 
Convefitlon four long, hot suMimer months to write it. It was hard for the dele- 
gates to agree on a new form of government. They thought and j)}anm>d care 
fully. Many times they were i-eady to give up and go honie. (leorge Mason of 
Viiginia said that he "would bury his Ijones" in Philadelphia rather than go home 
before the Union was made strong; so the faithful men worked on. 

The men who wrot(^ the iN»n.stitution explaified its six objectives in the Pre- 
a!n]>le. These objectives ai-e: 

1. To form a iiiore perfect Tnion. 

2. To establish justice. 



3. To insure domestic tranquillity. 

4. To provide for the common defense. 

5. To promote the general welfare. 

6. To secure the blessings of liberty to otirselves and to our posterity.

When some voters in one State want a Federal law passeti, they probably ask 
one of their Conjrressmen to ^?et it started. A Member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives may write a hill asking thi' Federal ({overiiment to set aside money for 
a new ]iost uHhm' in a (M-itaiii town in his district. Or pcrliap.s the T Resident may 
ask for a Federal law n-imlatin^^ sonu' activity or work in coifneetion with our 
ir,.TH'ial wt'lfare. When a proposed law is U-iim considered by the Confjress, it is 
culled a bill. In Qiie Congress many thousands of billsinay be .stalled. Only i\ 
fVw <'ver iM'come laws. If all the MeinlMMs nf the Contrress had t(» study those 
tlunisattds of bills, the Compress c(.nld never ^vt its wurk done. A plan ha.s been 
worked out by which the C<in^n-ess is divided iiHo small groups or eommittees, 
each of* which deals with one parlicular kind of i)ill. lu this way tlie work of 
.studyingalithebiHs isdividi^diip. ^ ' 

Sdinc of these ct»ininittees are srjiall ; <n liei s are large. Kach ecuumittee lias a 
chairman, lie is usually <»ne who lias had a great deal of experience in the 
(N.ngress and is a man of intiueiice. The Senate has 17 standing c(»mmittees, 
whih- the House of Representatives has LM standing committees. The subjects 
\vhi<-h they cuu^ider Un' laws have t(» du v.ilh various atTaii's of the Nation; 
defense, highways, education, ct<-. Dim- of the most iuijH.rtant counuittees eon- 
sidt'rs all tax bills. A conuuittee may intn»ducc n hiil. but usually its business is 
io consider bills givi'u it foi-study.

The Y\]niv House, the home of our President and his faiuily, was the fii*st Federal 
building that was built in Washington, D.V. (Jeorge Washington selected the 
site in 1792.

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A LAROE business firm could not do its work well if it did not have some form of 
organization.

The Government of the United States is a big busineas. Each year it col- 
Icnts billions of dollars from its people. Often it borrows billions of dollars. 
Thousands of people are employed by the Government 

Our Government performs many different kinds of services for in. It 
carries our letters. It vo\m money and protects its value. It regulates National 
Imnks and protet-ts the i>eople against loss of their savings. It lends nio»ey to 
businessmen, to farmers, and to home owiers. It regulates railroads and builds 
roads. It administers the social security programs. ! t cares for the poor and 
helpless. It punishes jwople who break the laws of the United States. It tries 
to develop goml will and peace with other nations. 

The President is the Chief Executive of the I'nited States. He has many 
duties to i)erfonu. Like the President of a bank, he eaiinot do alone all the work 
of a big business. The President ap])oiuts the heads of tiie executive depart- 
ments of the ({overnment. Thi>se peT-sons make up the President's Cabinet. 
They advise the President on important matters and help him to carry on the 
work of the (lovernment. 

When George Washington was President, his Cabinet was made up of tour 
members. Tliey wei-e tlie Se<-retary of State, the Secretary <»f the Treasury, the 
Se<^etary of War, and the Attorney ( Jeneral. 

As the business of the (lovernu'iit gnnv, the C^otigress ndded other depai-t- 
nients. Now there are 12 exet-utive departments with Cabinet status, and a 
number of independent agencies in th<' Fnited Stjites (b.vernment. Each one 
of these manages certain services ol' tin- Covernnient. V.nvh has\nany offices and 
employs many i>eople. 

This lesson will help you to ntsderstand why it is possi!>le for onr (iovenmient 
to render so many services so well. Yon will learn what work each agency of the 
(lovernuient does to help the !^resi<ient.

The Supreme Court of the United States 



Loins XIV, wlu) ruled Friuu'v from H>4;j to 1715, said *'] am tlie State!" This 
meant that his word was law. Many a king lias lu'lievcd that he was the State. 
Dif'tators have had the same idea. 

Tlie me?i wlio wrote the Constitution did not lu'Iieve that any man is the 
^ State. They believed tliat tlie peoph' are the State. The people liave the right 
to make the laws, to explain the laws, and to enforce th<'m. The Fathers of the 
Constitution \\ anted to be free. They wanted to he sure that their ehildren and 
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their children's cliik^reii would \w free. They did not hdievc that all the power 
should be in th{> liands uf une person or i\ i^roup of perstnis. So they planned a 
government with three branches. One branch makes the laws. Another branch 
explains the laws. A third branch enforces the laws. 

lender the Arti<'les of ('<infedcration tlie Conj^ress could decide differences 
between States, but there was n<t Federal court to explain the laws of the 
Congress. The makers uf the ('onstitutitm wanted to correct tins weakness. 
Thev wrote in the Constitution : 

The judicial power of the United States shall be vested 
iti one Supreme Ctuirt, atid in such inferior courts as the 
Ctmgre.ss may fnnw time to time ordain and establish. 

Tlic Supreme Court of the Cnited States meets in the Supreme Court Build- 
ing. It stands east of the National Ca})itol. It is a beautiful building of white 
marble. The figures over tlie entrance re})resent our national ideas of law and 
liht'rty. Abov*' the main cntraiu-c appear tin* words, "T'lfpial Ju.stice Under 
«iw. 

At the front of the ))eautifui courtroom on a raised platform is a long bench. 
When the Supreme Court is in session, tlie nine justices .sit in the nine chairs back 
of the long liendi. They l<Ktk very dignified in tlieir long bla<*k rol)es. 

The Supreme Court is in session from Octoln'r until May. Kach day the 
,-essions are open to the public. However, no one is permitted to attend the 
Saturday si'.ssion, because the justi<'es hohl their weekly conference at that time. 
They talk over the cases that tliey have heard and they vote on them. On the 
ftillowing MoiKlay th<'ir decisions are given out. 

These justices are <*liai-ge{i willi the importacit duty of explaining the Consti- 
tution. Sometimes the Supreme Court declares that a law passed by the Con- 
gress is tiot constitutional. .John .Marshall was the first Cliicf Justice to declare 
that a law was not constitutional. He had been in the Hevolutionaiy War. He 
saw that government under the Articles of C{»fifederatii)n was weak. He \w- 
lieved that a strong Federal (lovernmeut was needed to make the United States a 
great Nation, .fohn Marshall found in the Constitution many things that were 
not ]>lainly stated. Ih- mad«' court decisions that hel])ed to njake the Federal 
Ciovernment stronger. Sonn'one lias said of him, "He found the Constitution 
papi'r and made it power. He found it a skeleton and made it tiesh and blood." 

.\syou study this lesson, you will learn about the judicial branch of ourOov- 
ermneiit. Vou will understand better how the P^'deral courts serve the people.

Tif F, citizens of Xcljniskn an- very ] frond of tlicir fine Stat<'li(»uso. The iK'autifiil 
cnpitol gronnds cover four city bhu-ks. The fliarin of the capital itself lies in its 
simple lines. Fi-orn n s<{uare base <jf txvo stories rises a simple tower, four hun- 
dred feet lii^Hi. This is<'!'o\vne({ witli the fine figure of the "Sower" planting' seed. 
The blue and gold of the dome blend into the elianging colors uf the sky. In the 
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eaiily morning and late in tht' pveiiing the colors ])leiid in soft tones. The tower 
is a statedly int)nument wlien it h lighted at night by giant searchlights. 

At tlie north rntrant'c of tlie Stiite House is a carving of buffaloes, represent- 
ative of the pioneer spirit Over this doorway appear the words, "The salvation 
of the State is the watchfulness of the citizen." 

The floor and ceiling inside the north entrance are arranged in l>eautifiil color 
patterns. At this entrance a visitor may register his name and address. Visi- 
toi-s enjoy seeing the wall paiNting.s and the tine inlaid floors in the eapitol. If 
the legislature is in session, the visitor may watch it. To get a good view of the 
legislature, the visitor will go up the stairs to the balcony. 

Nc))raska's one-house (unicameral) legislature meets in the large room that 
was made for the house of representatives. Visitors from many States and for- 
eign countries come to watcli the work of this legislature. Each man in the legis- 
lature is called a senator. Tlie lieutenant governor presides. Visitors may 
listen to the debates, the roll calls, and the final votes on the bills. The electric 
voting machine interests them. A senator presses an electric button on his desk. 
His vote is recorded by a red or a green light on the electric voting board, which 
is at the front «>f the legislative room. 

From the rotunda a visitor turns to the left to see the beautiful room that is 
used for conuuittee hearings. The bright blue volov used on the doorway is the 
color that is most loved l)y the Amt^rican Indians. These conuuittee hearings 
are oju'ii t<» visitors. Any citizen is welcome to hear or ])resent arguments for or 
against tlie bill which is "up before tlie committee." 

Tlie State supreme court room is Sfi (jiiiet tliat a whis])er can be lieard acr<..-is 
the room. This roouj is known for its fine workmanship in many kinds of beauti- 
ful wood. \ot niany ])eople visit the court wlien it is in session because the cases 
arc being reviewed from lower courts. 

Foreign visitors luive declareti tliat the (Jovernor's reception room is one of 
the most beautiful rooms in the world. Tlie Ciovenior's private office is likewise 
a beautiful room. Tlic (Jovernor's liearing rot»m is sound proof like the supreme 
court room. 

V(»u, tr)o, are ])roud of your State. You will wish to ]<'arn more of your own 
State government. Vou will no (|oul)t wish to visit your own State eapitol. In 
this lesson you will study alxtut State govermnents. You will wish to help to 
make your State gosi-nuncnt Ijetter. By working with other good citizens of 
your State, you can make your State one of \vhi<-!i t(t l)e ]>roud.

^Xq find, then, that several kinds of local govenuuents have grown up in tlie 
United States. In a few of the States the township is the unit of local govern- 
ment, in others the couiity is the local unit; and in still others both counties and 
townshijis have Ihm^u organized. 

The township fii^st cauie into being in the New England "town/' It included 
a village and the nearby country. The pcojile of New England lived near one 
another in settlements so that they vonUl help each other j)rovide food and shelter 
and fight the Indians. They found it necessary, therefore, to have some rules to 
govern their actions. Each settlement In^came an independent self-governing 
unit with its town meeting open to all (pialified voters of the town. Thus, the 
early s(»ttlers of New Enghind controHcd and directed their local affairs. The 
town or townshij) is still an important unit of govenunent in the New England 
States. 

The county fonu of local government came into being in our country in colo- 
nial days of Virginia/ It was betttu* suited ti^ Virginia and the southern colo- 
nii's than the township plan, because in Virginia and the southern colonies the 
populatit^n was spread out over widi' areas. There the climate was milder, the 
soil rielu*r, and ihv danger from Indians h'ss. So the settlers of the South did 
not lived to live in groups or setth'ments. instead, ihvy settled on large planta- 
tions at some distance from oach f>ther, Sinre it was not easy for them to come 
tog<*thcr in a town meeting, a c*ounty unit of l<H-al government was adopted. It 
was much like* the **sliire'' or cMMinty of England. Its aroa was several times that 
of a New England township. 1 1 was governed by county officers, usually elected 
tct n»present the people. 

As the t(*rrit(n\v of tlie Hnited States grew and new States developed, the 
township phin and tlu^ «'ounty ])lan folio wtnl different ]>aths across the country. 
The plans were modified and often were combined to form a county-township 
plan. Many of the Midwestern and Western State s adopti^l simie type of the 
i-oinity-township organization. In fa<'t, the townshi]) in sev^^ral States is m>w 
not miH-h more than an (^lection districts 

Counties and townships do Statt* work as well as hu-al work. Both enforce 
Slat4^ laws within their boundaries and hc^lp in State olections. They collect 
Stale tax<»saiH} <'oopiM*a{e in other ways with tlu' State*. 

\ illages and towns have thi^ir own local govt^rnments in order to keep for 
their conjitiinjitios direct <'ontrol over loral needs. Like <Mninties and townsliijis, 

* In Louisiana thpse suhdivisionn art* railed Parishe.s; howpver, thi» organization is the same as that of a 
county. 
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they owe their being to the State under whose authority they were created. They 
remain under the authority of the State. But State governments as a rule do 
not interfere with local affairs. They are <'ontent to set up limits beyond which 
local govennnents may not go. 

" Ijocal self-goveniment in this country is as old as the first settlement. It 
may Iw called an outstanding part of our democracy. As we fight to defend our 
Nation, we fight to defend our right to local self-government.

Our Constitution and Government — Lesson Worksheets 
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How We Pay for Our Governments 



You can read in any newspaper about manj things the Govemmentii^ doing. We 
say that the Government is "giving" many more services to us now than it did in 
years past. These services could not be provided for us if we did not pay taxes. 
The Government reaUy gives us nothing. Everything it does is paid for through 
taxes or fees. 

Chapter XVIII in your textbook tells how we pay for our governments. It 
is an intei^sting lesson because it deals with taxes. Since all of us pay taxes, we 
need to learn as much as we can about them. You may learn about some taxes 
that you did not know about before you read the le^n. 

To help you understand the more common kinds of taxes, let us study the 
taxes paid by one family. Let us call this family the Smith family. The mem- 
bers of the family are John Smith, his wife, and their two small children. The 
Smiths live in a small city. They own their own home, some furniture, a radio, 
and a car. John works in a factory. He is a trained worker. He earns $180 
per week with extra pay for extra hours. 

The Smiths know that their Government does many things for them to make 
their lives safe and happy. They know, too, that it costs the Government a large 
amount of money to do these things. So they are glad to do their part by paying 
taxes, which help the Government to pay its bills. 

What taxes do the Smiths pay ? Among them are Federal, State, county, 
and city taxes. An income tax is paid to the Federal Govermnent. In some 
States Mr. Smith would also pay a State income tax. The taxes that the Smiths 
pay to the local government are called property taxes. They are the taxes on 
their house, car, furniture, and any other personal property that they may own. 

The Smiths help to pay the cost of government in other ways. For example, 
they must buy a license for their ear. This money goes to the State. John mid 
his wife each must pay the State for a license to drive the car. They must pay 
the State for license to hunt and to fish. 
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other taxes that are paid by the Smiths are included in the price of articles 
thaljythey buy. There is a tax on face powder, gasoline, tires, tubes, luggage, 
pocketbooks, and many other things. 

Keep your own tax bill in mind as you study this lesson. See how many 
taxes you pay and how much you pay. You will then have a better idea of how 
you help to pay for the services that the Government gives you.

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Ways in Which Our Government Groups 

Work With Citizens 



It has been said that many of us do not fully realize the esrtent to which otir Gov- 
ernment (cooperates with us in making our communities better places in which to 
live. Let us then consider some of the more common governmental services 
enjoy in our everyday lives. We may tlien place a higher value on the cooj^ra- 
tion that the ilovemment gives us and, in turn, be more cooperative ourselves. 

A good place to start is in our homes. There is the bottle of milk, for exam- 
ple, which the milkman leaves at our door. What services does our Government 
give us concerning such a common tiling as a bottle of milk ? The answer is that 
the Government inspects and regulates the dairy that supplies us with the milk. 
We are assured that the herd that i)roduces the milk is healthy, and that the dairy 
barns and iHjuipnient are sanitary. We are assured, too, that the workers in the 
dairy are healthy. We are reasonably certain that tlie Ijottles have been care- 
fully cleaned and that the milk reaches outdoor ptn*e and safe to use. 

Our Government not only helps us tif<get pure foods hut it also helps us obtain 
the quality and fjuantity of food for wcich we pay. It sees to it that the people 
who package or wrap certain foods use honest labels. The label must show who 
packaged the food and how much the package contains. 

The (government helps us, too, by inspecting the .scales and measures where 
we buy foods and other products. The next time you vis'it your grocer, see if 
his scales carry a seal showing that they have been tested aud fotmd accurate by 
the (lovenunent. Look at the gasoline pum}) at the filling station the next time 
you buy gasoline. See if there is anything to show that it has been approved by 
the Government. 

The local government helps to keep your connnunity neat as well as sanitary. 
It keeps the streets cleared of rubbish, broken glass, and other untidy and harm- 
ful waste. In most places it flushes the streets with water to rid them of dirt and 
germ-bearing dust. 

The Federal Govermnent, by regulating hours and wages, helps many of 
those who labor. It sees to it that proper safety measures are followed to prevent 
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accidents to workers. It proTideif; pensions for many aged workers, and pay- 
ments for many of those who may he out of work. 

The Govermnent watches prices and helps keep them reasonable. It rations 
many items of food and other goods when a shortage occurs. 

We need only to look about us to see that our Government touches our liv^ 
in many, many ways in order to help us. Can you picture what life would be like 
without this cooperation by the Government to assist us f
